During the week ending the 4th October, ]947, in India 
(excluding East Punjab, Delhi, Bihar and Assam) and in 
the Indian Stutos shown in this statement, the total number 
of deaths recorded in 141 towns having a population of 30,000 
and over was 8,163. The midyear estimated population 
of these towns was 18,389,924 and the death rate was 23 ‘ 1 per 
thousand oi the population. Births in the same towns num- 
bered 11,818 giving a birth rate of 33 '4 per thousand of the 
population. In India alone the corresponding birth and 
death rates were 33 ‘2 and 23 ■ 1 p er thousand of the popu- 
atio i respectively. 

(A) India . — Tho following towns returned a high death 
ra e of 50 or over per thousand of the population: — 

Amrdha (64 6); Pandharpur (58 1); Benares (57 A); 
Hathras (52 '6) and Etawah (51 -2). 

The high death rate in these towns was mainly dur to 
deaths from fevers. There was a considerable number of 
deaths from Cholera in Amroha.

In 129 towns in India there were 86 deaths from oholera 
7 deaths from smallpox and 11 deaths from plague. Of 
the deaths from cholera Tinnevelly reoorded 19 ; Amroha 
and Triohinopoly 10 eaoh ; Madura 9; Luoknow,’ Calcutta 
and Ahmedabad 5 eaoh ; Chanda 4 ; Benares, Sambhal and 
Kalyan 3 each ; Broach and Palamcottah 2 eaoh ; Cawnpore 
Moradabad, Serampur, Amraoti, Bandara and Tuticorin 
one eaoh. Of the deaths from smallpox Calcutta reoorded 
4 ; Nagpur, Nagpur Civil Station and Jubbulpore one eaoh. 
Of the deaths from plague Palghat reoorded 4 ; Coimba- 
tore 3 ; Belgaum 2 ; Bijapur and Satara one each.

During the w-eek ending the 11th October, 1947 in India 
(excluding East Punjab, Delhi Province, Bihar, Weal Bengal 
and Assam) and in the Indian States Hhown in this statement, 
the total number of deaths recorded in 130 towns having a 
population of 30,000 and over was 7,252. The midyear 
estimated population of these towns was 13,410,622 and the 
death rate was 28'1 per thousand of the population, Birth* 
in the same towns numbered J 1,503, giving a birth rate of 
44.6 per thousand of the imputation. In India alone the 
corresponding birth and death rates wero 45.5 and 28 8 per 
thousand of the population respectively. 

(A) India . — The following towns in India returned a high 
death rate of 50 or over per thousand of the population. 
Hathras (64.7) ; Hardwar Union (62.91) ; Benares (60.2) 
Chanda (51.3) ; Bam (60.8). 

The high death rato in theso towns was mainly due to 
death from fevers. There was a considerable proportion 
of total deaths due to cholera. Dysentery and Diarrhoea 
and respiratory diseases were important causes of death in 
Hathras, 


In 118 towns in India there wero 79 deaths from cholera 
and 10 deaths each from smallpox and plague during the week. 
Ot the deaths from cholera Palameottah recorded ’5; Trichi- 
nopoly and Tinnovelly 13 each ; Madura It) ; Chanda 6 ; 
Namhhal 5 ; Kalyan and Tonal i 3 each ; Lucknow and Hingan- 
ghat 2 each ; Cuwnpore, Arnrolm, Gha/.ipur. Amraoti, Bandra, 
Guntur, and Conjceveram one each. Of the deaths from 
Smallpox Jubbulporc recorded 3 ; Nagpur 4 ; and Bclgaurn 
one. Of the deaths from plague Palaglmt recorded 5 ; Sir rla- 
puv and Coimbatore 2 each ; and Virudbunagar one. 


(B) Indian State *. — Amongst the Indian States shown in 
this statement, there was no town which hud a high death 
rate of 50 or over per thousand of tho population. 

In J2 towns oi the Indian States there were no deaths 
from cholera and smallpox. There wero three deaths from 
plagrre recorded in Mysore City.
